BERKELEY -StateSenator ArtTorres (D- 
LoS Angeles) announced at a legislative 
hearing that he will ask state Attorney Gen- 
eral Van deKamp to investigate whetherthe 
UCBerkeleyviolatedthecivilrightsof Asian 
Americans by discriminating against them 
through unfair admissions policies. 

At the special hearing of the Senate Spe- 
cialCommitteeonUC Admissions on the UC 
Berkeley campus Monday, the senator also 
came downhard on UC BerkeleyChancellor 
Ia Michael Heyman forminimizing charges 
oft bias in the univeisity"s admission policies 
against Asian Americans. 

“What do you suppose Itell those (Asian 
American) Students 一 and their families 一 
who were denied admission2”Torres asked 
Heyman. 

Thechancellorsaidtheuniversity*Sadmis- 
Sion procedures have improved over the last 
few years and apologized for past“insensi- 
tivites ”im admission policies which may 
have left some Students“disadvantaged.” 

“The wordis "discrimination,”Torressaid 
angrily.…“There wasbiason thepartofcertain 
employees . . .Let's call it what it is 一 not 
“disadvantaged.7” 

Torres，who chairs the Senate Special

The Special Committee on ASian Ameri- 
can Admissions (also called the Shack Com- 
mittee, afterthe committee:s chair, professor 
William Shack), made up of seven faculty 
members and one Studentrepresentative, was 
chargedin November 1987by the Academic 
Senate with investigating “the issue of 
whether there has been or is now significant 
bias,eitherconscious orunconscious, against 
Asian American freshman applicants in the 
undergraduate admissions process at 
Berkeley.” 

The Shack Committee concluded in its 
Ieport that there were Some admission poli- 
Ciesbetween 1981 and 1987 which may have 
been blased, but there wasno “long-term”or 
“Systematic bias”against Asian Americans. 

The report drew angry Tesponses from the 
Asian American community who blasted the 
university for“white washing”the reporf's

“Much of the evidence Uncovered by the 
Shack Committee vindicates _ the Task 
Force's originalallegationsofdiscrimination 
and unequal treatment against Asian Ameri- 
can applicants . . . the report demonstrates 
convincingly . . . that admission officials 
launched a three-pronged attack in 1984 
againstAsian Americanapplicants fromlow- 
income, immigrant backgrounds.” 

AccordingtoareportbyCAASsubmitted to 
the Torres committee, those attacks were: 1) 
Inthe years 1981 to 1984,the GPAthreshold 
forthe upper 50 percent of the admit popula- 
tion was Iaised from 3.75 to 3.9, while the 
SAT test Score threshold was not changed， 
thereby benefiting white applicants; 2) ad- 
missions protection for low-income Asian 
applicants under the Educational OpPportu- 
nity Program (EOP) was removed, and 3) 3 
directive proposed by top-ranking admis- 
Sions officials sought to impose a minimum 
SATverbalscorerequirementof400on non- 
underrepresented “permanentresident aliens 
(or Asians) only. 

In later testimony, Heyman asked rhetori- 
cally “Doesthe Asian American community 
havearighttobeuDbsetaboutthose declisions? 

“Absolutely,”the Chancellor said.“It is 
understandable that the Asian American 
community would perceive a pattern of bias 
in those decisions. Clearly, as I stated last 
year, the administration should have been 
more Sensitive about the impact of those

A generation or two ago, when other elite 
universities were relatively inaccessible to 
Asian Americans, UC Berkeley, or Cal as 让

The impact on the Asian American com- 
munity has been profound. By doing what it 
did in 1984， regardless of motives，UCB 
Seemed to be saying,“We've got enough 
Asian Americans. Cutting back on a few (Or 
even a couple of hundred) isn”t that big a 
deal.” 

University officials have discovered just 
how big a deal it was. To Asian Americans， 
the university seemed to be feeling great 
discomfort at the prospect of having its flag- 
ship campus overrun with non-white people， 
led by Asians.
